forgotten after his death by a grtatefal nation. 
The following account of his last days, which 
appeared |in the London Morning Advertiser of 
June 6th, although somewhat lengthy for. our 


columns, jig of sufficient value to justify re-publi- 


cation. :— : : 

The current number of the North British Review, 
which is one of great ability and variety, contains a 
long articlée|on the: character of the late Lord Elgin, 
under the title of‘ Lord Ejgin in Memoriam.”’ Judging 
from. the internal evidence we should ascribe, this ar- 
ticlé to the pen of the Duke of Argyle. We extract from 


it the following interesting, and, in parts, affecting ac- ' 


count of the late Governor-General of lpdia >— 

On. the 6b of November, Dr.. Macrae came to the 
éonlusion that the filness was mortal. “This intelligence 
which he communicated at once to Lord Elgin, was 
received with a calmness and fortitude which never de- 
serted him through all the scenes which followed. 
When-at once he had satisfied himself, by minute in- 
quiries from Dr. Macrae, of the trug state of the case, 
after one deep, earnest, heartfelt regret that.be should 
thus suddenly be parte from those nearest, and, dear- 
est, to| whom bid life was'‘of such inestimable impor- 
tance, and that he!should be removed just as he head 

‘prepared hiniself to benefit the people committed to his 
charge; hé steadily set his face heavenward. 

He was startled, he was awed; he felt" it “hard, 

“bard, to believe that. his life was condemned,” but'there 
was no looking backward. Of the officers of the staff 
he took an affectionate leave that day.| “It is well,” 
he said to one of them, “ that I should di¢ in harness."’ 

‘ And thenceforth be'saw no one habitually, except “Dr. 

‘Macrae, who combined with his medical skil] the tender- 
ness and devotion at once of a friend and_a pastor; his 
attached Secretary, Mr Thurlow, who; had rendered 
him the most faithful services, not only through the 
period of his Indian vice-royalty, but during his last 
mission. to China ; and her who liad shared his every 
thought, and whose courageous spirit now rose above 
the weakness of thé fragile frame, equal to the great- 
ness of the calamity, and worthy of bim to whoth by 
night and day shé constantly ministered. 

On the following day the clergyman whom he had 
ordered to be summoned,- and for whose arrival be 
waited with anxiety, reached Diutmsafa, and adminis- 
tered the Holy Communion to himself and those with 
him. ‘ We are now entering on a new Communion,” 

ihe’ ha@ said that morning, *: the Living and the Dead,” 
and his spirit then appeared to master pain and weak- 
néss. and to sustain himin a holy ¢alm during the cere- 
mony and for afew houte afterward. “ Kis a comfort,” 
he whispered, ‘* to have laid asidé all the cares of this 
world, aud putmyself in the bands) ot God;’’ and he 
was ‘able to listen at intervals to favorite passages from 
the New Testameat.* That-even'ng closed ir with an 
aggravation of suffering. It was the evening of the 
seventeenth anniversary of his wedding day. ., 

‘On tne following morning, Lady Elgin, with his ap- 
proral, rode up to the cemetery Dhurmsala, to select a 
spot for his grave, and: le; gently expressed. pleasure 
when told of the quiet and bendtiful aspect of the spot 
chosen, with the gloridus view of the snowy range 
towering above, and the wide prospect of hill and plain 
below. 

The days and nights of the fortiight which followed 
were a painful alternation of severe suffering and rare 
intervals of comparative tranquility. They were soothed 


by the never-failing devotion of those that were always | 


at bedd to read to him or to receive his remarks. .H¢ 
often asked to hear chosen chapters from-the Book: of 
Isaiah (as the 40th and 55th), sometimes murmuring 
over to himself any striking verses that they contained, 
and other times repeating by heart fhvorite Psalms, 
which recalled to him an early feat of his youth, whey 
he had translited in Greek the 137th Psatm—-*‘By the 
waters of Bibylon we sat down and‘ wept.” :
